with Chinese passengers are now ar­ 
riving. 
The reports of the latest arrivals 
vary in minor details, but were in gen­ 
eral statement that a battle has le'on 
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raging for four days within ton miles 
of Port Arthur. 
All the Russian .sol­ 
diers, it is said, left Po rt Arthur for 
the front. 
Only three large ships and 
a number of small ones remain in Port 
Arthur harbor. 
The Chinese are unable to explain 
what has become of the other large 
ships. 
They further report that all the forts 
at Po rt Arthur have been demolished 
by recent bombardments 
and that a 
number of mines recently laid in the 
harbor had been destroyed by a recent 
thunderstorm. 
According 
to reports 
brought 
by 
Chinese from Port Arthur, the outer 
fo ls of that place 
have been dam­ 
aged ny the 
Jananese bombardment. 
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Many buildings in the town have also 
been destroyed, but the 
inner forts 
have suffered little. 
The Chinese ap­ 
p a ir to ne unable to give any intelli­ 
gent report on the condition of the 
Russian fleet. 
The statement

by them that there 
were only three 
large ships there probably means that 
ti number were in 
the outer harbor

Im portant Operations Thought to Be 
impending at Po rt Arthur. 
London, June 9.— The sudden inter­ 
ruption of the cable between Korea 
and Japan is regarded as significant 
of tile imminence of important opera­ 
tions 
at Port Arthur, the 
Japanese 
having taken precaution, as usual, to 
cut the only means of communication 
with the outside world and thus enable 
her naval and m ilitary forces to work 
with absolute secrecy. 
No attention is paid in London to 
rumors that the storming of he fort­ 
ress has already begun, because it is 
known that at the battle of Kinchou 
General Oku exhausted his ammuni­ 
tion. and an insufficient

Score of Others Captured by General 
B e ll’s Soldiers. 
Victor, Colo.. Jun e 9.— A skirmish 
hot. 
in tho m ilitary and union miners 
at 
Dunnville, 
a new mining 
camp, 
thirteen miles out of Victor. W ednes­ 
day afternoon resulted in the killing 
of John Farley, a union miner, and 
tho capture of a score of other union 
miners. 
Several were later released. 
The troops returned 
to Victor at 
night with fourteen captives. 
It was 
reported before the special train left 
Victor for Dunnville bearing the force 
under General Bell, that the miners 
in the hills about Dunnville number­ 
ed 250 men and that it was their inten­ 
tion to march into Victor at night in a 
body and to attempt to liberate ihe 
inmates of the temporary “ bull pen” 
in Victor.

This designates especially the 
stream beyond Wiju, where the Japu 
nose army had its headquarters. 
Op­ 
posite, just below Wiju. the river is di­ 
vided by two islands, one, Samalinde, 
of considerable extent, says tho New 
York Herald. 
Behind Yongampo and up the course 
of th*- stream to Wiju, a march of 
about forty miles, and stretching back 
about live miles, is a level plain, which 
is cultivated and occupied by Korean 
farmers. 
Beyond 
this 
plain, 
in 
a 
southeasterly direction, rises a high 
ridge. 
Southeast again, behind tins 
ridge, rise iofty peaks I.OGO to 5,000 
feet in height. 
Wiju, or Yichti, is on a billy promon­ 
tory at the upper end of the plain, 
beautifully situated and dominated by 
a cliff about 2< it J feet high. 
Many of 
its people live along tin.* Seoul road, 
for a es an imperial highway to China. 
Toward the sea, on the west, the 
land is fairly open, though hilly, while 
inland, on the mirth and cast, are lofty 
mountains, making it most difficult for 
tile passage of an army. 
Except oil 
this Wiju-Keoul road wheeled trallic is 
impossible in northern Korea. 
The Japanese in 
i s m crossed the 
Ail I ii a few miles above the town of 
W iju and attacked tin* Chinese arm y 
in the rear, overwhelming it notwith­ 
standing its strongly fortified position 
on the low hills just below Wiju. on 
the Manchurian side at Chintiencheng 
- “ Nine consecutive 
forts.” 
A 
few 
miles above Chintiencheng the Al riv­ 
er enters the Ynlu. 
The Ai is si swift 
running stream, navigable for small 
boats a few miles up Its course. 
The 
hills of Chintiencheng, it has been said, 
could be held by a few thousand men 
against an army. 
This the victorious 
progress <if tin* Jap an ese has proved ti 
false conclusion as far as the Rus­ 
sians are concerned. 
Inland on the 
Chinese side the country is wild and 
thinly populated. 
Between T atu n g k a u an d 
Chintien­ 
cheng, thirty miles from the first and 
ten miles from the latter, is Shahitze— 
“Sand River T o w n ”- or Antunghsien— 
“ Peaceful E a st M agistracy”- with 20,- 
000 inhabitants. 
T he town lies very 
low ami has been in linda ti *d more than 
once. 
It is a characteristic of each 
race th a t the Chinese town sites have 
been chosen 
in 
low land, while the 
more poetical Koreans, who appreciate 
natural scenic beauty, build on high 
ground or in valleys nestled in hills. 
Fairly good roads run from Antling 
to 
Fengwangelieng and 
Mukden 
to 
T ak u sh an and Nevvehwang (Yinkow). 
From Antling to Fengwangelieng is 
forty miles. 
Tin? m ountain overlook­ 
ing this town (Phoenix) rises quite 
abruptly from the low. swelling plain. 
A deep, forbidding gorge winds up­ 
ward into the heart of the site. 
In 
Fengvvangeheug are the remains of 
the Korean forts of the middle ages, 
for here the Koreans made their last 
stand before being driven out of Man­ 
churia. 
W est of Fengwangelieng the road di­ 
vides. 
One section leads 
to 
Nevv- 
chwang over three elevated passes, Inc 
highest being the Tntungiing. 
The 
distance to Nevvehwang is 150 miles. 
The main road crosses near the M o 
Gelding pass to Liaoyang, IOO miles, 
and thence to Mukden, forty miles f a r­ 
ther on. 
This road is rather good. 
The Yalu river, a picturesque stream 
some 300 miles In length, Is the divid­ 
ing line between Korea and Manchuria 
on the northwest frontier. 
It is nav­ 
igable by native craft as far tis Sliin- 
kuihuo, but steamers are unable to 
proceed beyond Antling. 
Some miles 
below Antling, but situated iii the same 
bank ami lying close within the estu­ 
ary of the river, is the port of Tatung- 
kao, where, when the w eath er permits, 
c a r g o s for Antling are sometimes dis­ 


c h a r g e d . 
Tatungkno, however, is ditli- 
cult to approach, and, as a general 
rule, steamers unload and receive their 
cargoes at Antling, a port of great 
promise in the near future. 
The estuary of the Yalu river is 
broad, but the anchorage* of Tatting- 
Y.no is exposed to the northeast winds, 
which a t. times blow with great force. 
The stream bas a rapid current and, 
owing to the presence of innumerable 
shoals ami sand banks, presents seri­ 
ous obstacles to successful navigation. 
Islands, both small and large, appear 
in its course, and high hills, covered 
vv itll hush and 
timber, break aw ay 
from the banks, 
Until lately the region of the Yalu 
w a s 
alm ost 
an 
unknown 
land, but 
with the advent of the Russians many 
changes in the character of the district 
have taken place. 
Un Ila* 
Korean 
shore lumber camps have been formed, 
while at Tatungkno and Antling pros­ 
perous nati ve settlements have sprung 
into existence. 
The river teems with 
native craft, which ply between the 
mouth and the higher reaches, while 
logs of lumber, chained the one to the 
other, float leisurely down the stream.
